Cincinnati. Sept. 27.—In the United 


States circuit court here, there has 
been filed an application for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the com- 
munity of interests known as the Lit- 
tle Kanawha sjndicate, an organiza- 
tion controlling coal lands and i ail way 
interests in West Virginia 
At the 


head of the syndicate is George J. 
Gould, Joseph Ramsey, Jr.. president 
of the Wabash, and William F. Guy of 
St. Louis. 


The plaintiff- is John S. Jones, the 


holder of ?1GO.QOO worth of stock in 
J.he syndicate. 
He lives in Chicago. 


Judge Richards set Oct. 9 as the time 
for the hearing, and a restraining or- 
der was issued temporarily restrain- 
ing the three defendants from "selling, 
contracting to sell, transferring or part- 
ing with'' any properties of the Little 
Kanawha syndicate. The grounds set 
forth in the bill of complaint are nu- 
merous. It is alleged that the "antag- 
onistic attitude" of Gould and Ramsey 
is detrimental to the welfare of the 
syndicate; that an effort is being made 
by the defendants that might result 
ii?-profit at the expense of the lesser 
holders: that Ramsey and Guy have 
voted that any two of the three heads 
of the syndicate may transact its busi- 
ness, thus eliminating Gould: that the 
lands are being sold at about one-half 
of the true value. The plaintiff takes 
no side between Ramsey and Gould, 
but the action is brought to protect 
the plaintiff and these holders who 
may be sini'Iafly situated.

POLICY-HOLDERS 


Left Uninsured When-Small Compa- 


nies Terminated Existence. 


Chicago, Sept. 27-—Investigation of 


the affairs of the Western Life Indem- 
nity company by a state examiner 
brought to light facts tending to show 
that claims of perhaps thousands of 
policy-holders in assessment compa- 
nies have been practically wiped out 
through company manipulation. Ex- 
aminer Lucius Pfouts discovered that 
no fewer than 28 small insurance com- 
panies have terminated their existence 
by merging into the Western Life In- 
demnity. "That means." said .the ex- 
aminer, "that the policy-holders of the 
original companies have gone through 
a sort of evasive process, which leaves 
them practically uninsured, although 
they are still paying their premiums, 
and have besn doing so for years. This 
condition-is not particularly the fault 
of the Western or other absorbing com- 
panies, for the absorption is done ac- 
cording to law."' 


Insurance Order Enjoined. 


Chicago. Sept. 27.—Federal Judge C. 


C. Kohlsaat issued a preliminary re- 
straining order in connection with liti- 
gation concerning the Creation soci- 
ety, a fraternal insurance order. The 
injunction was issued in order to pre- 
vent an alleged illegal board of direc- 
tors from handling the business of the 
society. 
The purpose of the injunc- 


tion is to keep the affairs of the com- 
pany unchanged until Oct. 21. when 
the questions at issue will be fully 
settled.

Cleveland, Sept.

John D Rockefeller v.as expressed by 
several hundred Cl'M-land business 
and professional men. >\ ho gathered at 
the Standard Oil niaunate's home in 
Forest Hill. Andrew Squires, a prom- 
inent attorney, and L. C Ilolden of the 
Plain Dealer." were thf spokesmen. Mr. 
Squires gave expression to words of 
eulogy and regard for the man whom 
he said had been a resident of the city 
for 50 years. 
Continuing. Mr. Squire 


referred to the quesuon ot railroad 
rate legislation, saying it was a sub- 
ject which many otheis had been dis- 
cussing, and that the loudest declama- 
tions came from those v-ho knew least 
about the subject. 
He sa'd that the 


competition between r—oducer, con- 
sumer and transporter «.\ 1 more to 
regulafe rates than all else. He asked 
if it was not a question whether the

at reasonable prices. 


Responding, Mr. Rockefeller stated

"Turn your 
thoughts upon the higher things of 
life," said Mr. Rockefeller. "Be of ser- 
vice to humanity. Turn your thoughts 
into channels of usefulness; look for- 
ward to a deterrcinf tioh that some- 
thing useful shall come out of your 
success. Let your question be, 'What 
shall be thp fniita;^.Qf my Career'

London, Sept 27.—The British for- 


eign office has issued the text of the 
new agreement between Great Britain 
and Japan, which was signed by Lord 
Lausdowne, the British foreign secre- 
tary, and Baton Hayashi, the Japanese 
minister to Great Britain, Aug 12. 


The momentous document is brief, 


comprising less than 800 words, in- 
cluding eight articles and a preamble 
Accompanying the agreement is a cov- 
ering letter from Lord Lansdowne to 
the British ambabsadors at St. Peters- 
burg and Paris, for transmibsion to the 
Russian and French governments re- 
spectively, in which the foreign .secre- 
tary courteously reviews the agree- 
ment and carefully points out that the 
ne\% defensive alliance is not intended 
as a menace, but rather as a guarantee 
of peace and prosperity in the far east 
in which all countries may participate 


The preamble states: "The object of 


the treaty is the maintenance ot gen- 
eral peace in Asia and India and the 
preservation of the interests of all the 
powers in China by insuring the integ- 
rity of China and the principle of 
equal opportunity for the commerce of 
all nations, the maintenance of terri- 
torial rights of Great Britain and Ja- 
pan in Eastern Asia and India and the 
defense 
of their special interests 


therein " 


The treaty provides: "It is agreed 


that whenever in the opinion either of 
Great Britain or Japan any of the 
rights and interests referred to in the 
preamble to this agreement are in 
jeopardy, the two governments will 
communicate with one another fully 
and frankly, and will consider in com- 
mon the measures which should be 
taken to safeguard these menaced 
rights or interests 
Should either of 


the h5gh contracting parties be in- 
volved in war in defense of its terri- 
torial rights or special interests the 
other party will at once come to the 
assistance of its ally and Both parties 
will conduct a. war in common and 
make peace in mutual agreement with 
any power or powers involved in such 
war." 


The pithy articles of the official text 


of the new agreement bring out force- 
fully the tremendous importance to 
both countries of this alliance, which 
practically makes Great Britain Japan 
and Japan Great Britain for the pur- 
poses of defense "the regions of Bast 
Asia and India." This inclusion of 
India.specifically as a poiut at which 
any aggression by a foreign power will 
call for the assistance of Japan finds 
much favor with the press of London, 
the papers in long laudatory articles 
welcoming the new and more exten- 
sive alliance of the two insular king- 
doms west and east as giving immedi- 
ate relief from the 'dangerous thunder- 
cloud which for so many years has 
bung over the Indian frontier.

She finally consented and came to 
Newark.
